Taking Thousands of Men 


From Their Families 


S toO UNKNOWN PL ACES 


Only Able Bodied Belgians 


Are Taken Leaving Only 
Maimed and Crippled Be- 
hind—Germans Say Men 
Refuse to Work While 
Belgians Say Tools and 
Material Are Confiscated

Havre, Prance, Nov. 9.—Charges 


that the German government 
is 


rounding up and sending to unknown 
destinations practically all the able 
bodied men in occupied Belgium are 
made by Baron Beyens, Belgian for- 
eign minister in a statement issued 
by him today. Baron Beyens says: 


"The 
German 
government 
is 


rounding up in large numbers in the 
towns and villages of occupied Bel- 
gium such as Alost, Ghent, Bruges, 
Courtrai and Mons, to name only the 
first to be victims of the measure— 
all men fit to bear arms, rich and 
poor,__irrespective of class, whether 
employed or unemployed. Hunch- 
back, cripples and one armed men 
alone ar excepted. These men are 
torn in thousand from their families, 
(15,000 from Flanders 
alone 
are 


sent God knows where) and whole 
trainloads are seen going east and 
south. 


"The German authorities' seek to 


justify these deportations by pretend- 
ing that it is the duty of the occu- 
pying power to make, in accordance 
with the Hague convention, the nec- 
essary regulations to establish public 
order and public life. 
They affirm 
that the unemployed must'not fall a 
charge upon public charities and that 
work whereupon they are employed 
has nothing—to -do - with the war. 
Those ~who are really responsible for 
the stagnation and decay of Belgium 
industry are, according to the Ger- 
mans, workmen who prefer to live on 
charity rather than on the proceeds 
of their labor, and England which 
prohibited the importation of 
raw 


material into Belgium. 


"It is necessary to answer 
that 


there would be no lack of work in 
Belgium if the 
Germans had 
not 


made a clean sweep of raw materials, 
copper and oil in the factories—as 
they will perhaps make a clean sweep 
tomorrow of all leatHer belting which 
must now be declared in detail—if 
they had not requisitioned in masses 
machinery, parts of machinery and 
machine tools.

Japan, it was not safe to strip the 
commonwealth of its arms-bea'ring 
population. 


But the response of Australia to 


the call of the Empire has been gen- 
e:ous, and there is every assurance 
that more troops will 
be supplied 


without conscription. The loyalty of 
the commonwealth to the empire is 
surprising because the Australian in- 
terests in Europe are extremely re- 
mote and indirect, and the British 
empire got into this war. not because 
it was itself directly menaced, 
but 


because Belgium was invaded, and 
Australia cannot be assumed to be 
deeply concerned in maintaining the 
guarantees of the quintuple treaty. 


Not many years ago an Australian 


statesman urged that Great Britain 
withdraw from this agreement on the 
ground of precisely what has happen- 
ed. He argued that Belgium would be 
invaded sooner or later, and then 
Australia would be called upon to go 
to its rescue, whereas it had no inter- 
est whatever in Belgium. England 
did not withdraw from the quintuple 
treaty, and Australia has not repudi- 
ated its obligations as a member o: 
the empire, though the empire did 
not respond to the demands of Aus- 
tralia that Germany should not be 
permitted to colonize on New Guinea. 
While Germany has been complaining 
bitterly that Great Britain hemmed 
her in and defeated her natural ex- 
pansion, the fact is that Germany es- 
tablished a colony in the immediate 
vicinity of a British dependency, am 
the imperial government refused to 
interfere, although urged to do so bj 
the alarmed Australians. 


Compulsory military service, both 


in war and peace, seems natural to 
all the continental peoples. But in 
the two countries where political iu 
stitutions and habits are freer than 
anywhere else, the British empire 
and the United States, there is de- 
termined opposition to compulsory o: 
universal military service in peace 
and only a great crisis 
can 
secur 


submission to conscription in war 
In the civil war we submitted to" con 
scription. In the present war Grea 
Britain has submitted to conscrip 
tion. but witli extreme reluctance ani 
much hostility, and so far with th 
exclusion of Ireland. But while Eng- 
lishmen and Americans do not take 
kindly to garrison life in the piping 
times of peace, they enlist by the 
million voluntarily when 
their 
re- 


spective countries are in desperate 
need.
